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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections -35 use §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A pei^on shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(b) the iiivcmion was p^icntc<l or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public ■ 
use or on sale in this country, rnore than one year prior to the date of applicatioh for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 -2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being clearly ^inficipated by US 
5469278 A. 

Per claim 1, 278 teaches a panel for liquid crystal display comprising: a plurality 
of pixel areas arranged in a matrix [13]; and a scattering layer containing fillers for 
inducing light scattering indicated as haze value, wherein the fillers are distributed in a 
concentration having different values in the pixel areas and in border areas located 
between the pixel areas [see 16a and 16b|. 

Per claim 2, 278 teaches the panel of claim 1 , wherein the concentration of the 
fillers in the border areas is lower than that in the pixel areas [the filler being the area 
surrounding the particle]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-1 1 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record teaches a polarization plate for liquid crystal display, the polarization plate 
comprising: an upper protective film including fillers tor inducing light scattering 
indicated as haze value, an analyzer having a first surface, on which the upper protective 
film is attached, and a second surtxice facing the first surfece; and a lower protective film 
attached to the second surface of the analyzer. The prior art of record does not 
anticipated nor suggest, the fillers distributed in a concentration different betv^een in 
pixel areas and in border areas Jocated between the pixel ^u^eas. 

The prior art of record teaches a liquid crystal display comprising: a first and a 
second panels facing each other and having pixel areas arranged in a matrix; a liquid 
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crystal layer interposed between the first panel and the second panel; md containing 
tillers for inducing light scattering as haze value, the fillers in a concentration different 
between in the pixel areas and in border areas located between the pixel areas* The prior 
art of record does not anticipated nor suggest the scattering layer fomied on an outer 
surface of at least one of the first and the isecond panels.
